FOR the purpose of allowing alaw enforcement officer to intercept certain oral
communi cations after lawfully detaining a persen-er-stepping-a vehicle during a
criminal investigation under certain circumstances; providing that the
interception of oral communicationsislawful if a person becomes a party to the
communication following the identification of the law enforcement officer or the
informing of the parties that the communication is being intercepted; and
generally relating to the interception of oral communications by law
enforcement officers.
